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Governor Blaine Said To Be 


Favorable To Both Measures 


Passed By Legislature

tax legislation 
mapped 
out by the 


joint highway committee of the Wis- 
consin 
legislature 
to 
finance 
the 


state's road building program for the 
next two years,, was finally passed by 
the assembly Fri'day and sent to Gov- 
ernor Blaine for his signature. 


This program, 
estimated to pro- 


duce $9;000,000 annually through the 
imposition of a two cent gasoline tax 
and the assessment of a graduated li- 
cense fee on automobiles ranging from 
S10 to $26 based upon weight, was ac- 
cepted by the lower-house of the leg- 
islature with a. vote of 70 to 15 in its 
favor. 


BLAINE FAVORABLE 


Governor Blaine. is 'reported on good 


authority 
to be favorable 
to both 


measures passed . by the 'legislature. 
His signature to the measures is an- 
ticipated by members of the highway 
committee 
who sponsored 
the tax 


plan by both houses. 


Under terms of bills finally dis- 


posed of through affirmative action of 
both the senate and assembly, a cen- 
tral highway fund 
is created 
from 


proceeds of the gasoline and weight 
taxes. From this fund the state takes 
75 per cent of the proceeds, estimated 
at $6,750,000, to be used for the con- 
struction and maintenance of a 10,000 
•miles state trunk 
highway system. 


The remaining 25 per cent or 52,250.- 
000 is distributed back to the counties 
for use as the county board sees fit. 


.The gasoline tax is assessed against 


all motor fuels sold for use in.auto- 
mobiles. A rebate ^S''allowed-farmers 
who "buy gasoline ..for tractors and of 
motor boats. It is to be collected by 
the state oil inspector from dealers. 


The weight tax plan is assessed on 


a graduate scale against all automo- 
biles. The increase is moderate, rang- 
ing from $10 to ?26 and according to 
the sponsors 
. of the measure is in- 


tended to represent 
the1 heavier ex- 


pense incurred by the large cars oper- 
~Eting on highways.

The -senate Thursday 
revived the 


Polakowski bill establishing a two per 
cent highway privilege tax to be as- 
sessed against automobiles on the bas- 
is of valuation, and in lieu of the per- 
sonal property taxes. If this measure 
Is finally 
passed by-the senate.and 


concurred in by the assembly it will 
mean an added $2.500.000 for localities 
to be used for highway purposes.- 


There was little .opposition in the 


assembly to either the gasoline tax or 
weight tax proposals.

disturbing and damaging consequences 
that would follow a tie-up of its transpor- 
tation system. It has been only a rela- 
tively short period since the car men of 
Chicago went on* a strike and the city suf- 
fered .a paralysis -of transportation for a 
number of days. The manner in which 
the present controversy is to he adjusted 
shows a considerable change of attitude 
since that time. A commission of Chica- 


- go citizens is to arbitrate the questions 


between the men and their employers, and 
there seems little doubt that the award 
.will be accepted in good faith. 


Chicago is receiving a new deal in its 


municipal affairs since it retired IMayor 
Thompson and got rid of the corrupt ma- 
chine with which he- was surrounded. The 
peaceful settlement • of the traction con- 
troversy is a part of this, new deal, and 
something for which Chicago should be 
grateful. 
It shows that men who differ 


i can be brought together where intentions 


', are honest and there is a genuine desire 
'for an equitable understanding. In the 
political atmosphere of graft and suspi- 
^cion to which Chicago was so long sub- 


• jected friendly negotiations in labor 'trou- 
bles were next to impossible. 


entirely possible to bring about an atti- 
tude of public opinion that will sanction 
a repeal of the Volstead act and the pas- 
sage of a substitute measure that would 
interpret the eighteenth amendment a lit- 
tle less drastically.

ent situation'.to uphold the law. showing. 
if such be the- case* that it is an imprac- 
tical law and one winch goes farther than 
the people inteaided! when they authorized 
the prohibition, amendment, that a change 
can be justified. 
When the people are 


convinced that the'Volstead act has gone 
too far and that conditions will be bet- 
ter if the manufacture and sale of light 
beer are permitted, they will bring pres- 
sure to bear upon congress tonuodify the 
law in accordance with this«conviction. 
If. however, the people are* brought to 
believe that the attempt to.' enforce the 
law is dishonest, as well as the attempt 
to prevent bootlegging antl the making 
of moonshine, and that Legislatures and 
high officials are lending their aid to the 
movement to discredit prohibition, then 
there is likeSy to be a revulsion in the 
other "direction, coupled with a demand 
for real prohibition that in the end will 
be irresistible.

The 
movement to put an end to state coopera- 
tion with the federal government in en- 
forcing the Volstead act. for that is what 
it amounts to. is a dangerous expedient. 
On the face it may appear to be a reac- 
tion to prohibition that puts the eigh- 
teenth amendment in jeopardy, but we 
think a deeper analysis would show that 
while there is \tndoubtedly a widespread 
sentiment in favor of modifying thz Vol- 
stead act. there is nevertheless an over- 
whelming current in support of the prin- 
ciple of prohibition, and that .an open 
attempt to defy the law by ostensibly le- 
gal methods will only result in losses to 
the wets. 


If repeal of enforcement acts is brought 


about in a number of states it is inevi- 
table that the Volstead act will be more 
or less of a dead letter, and that viola- 
tion will become so general that we shall 
,have what hi truth is a flagrant defiance 
of Ijie constitution. 
Much as liberal 


minded-citizens may disapprove the Vol- 
stead act and conditions under it. they 
are less likely to approve a condition 
which would be equivalent to treating 
the constitution with contempt.

COUGH IF YOU MUST BUT'COUGH WITH CAKK 


Among the queer jiotions I fondly cherish i« one 


that it pays to put considerable vim and pep in an 
ordinary sneeze, that is, when one hasn't any acute 
disease'of the nose or throat. I harbor the f3""' 
that when one feels a sneeze coming on ,one should 
court aj-id put all one's heart and soul into the 
business of sneezing and make a good, thorough job 
of it and plenty of noise and commotion. Of course 
this would not do in church. But anyway we ought 
to take full advantage of every sneeze, provided 
we do so without taking any advantage of our 
neighbor's rights. When there are neighbors any- 
where within a \radius-- of ten or twelve feet one 
should distribute masks or umbrellas before letting 
go the sneeze, or don a mask and do the best one 
can under restrictions. 
Coughing is a different phenomenon. 
It is pos- 


sible that a cough may occasionally have prophylac- 
tic value. 
Certainly a fair amount of coughing is 


rather to be encouraged in the advanced stage of 
many acute diseases of the lower respiratory tract, 
though not in the acute inflammatory stage. Here 
is where many misinformed people make a serious 
mistake they cough with unnecessary vigor and 
even alacrity in the acute inflammatory stage when 
they should strive to avoid coughing; in the later 
stage of resolution they take a drug which suppress, 
es cough when they should be taking full advan- 
tage of the privilege and benefit of coughing. That 
is what my cough medicine formula is fom It helps 


I coughing. I am not going to reprint the formula. 
But I will be glad to give the formula to any one 
who asks for it by mail, with the clear understand- 
ing that the cough medicine doesn't cure anything. 
It neither kills nor cures. 
Pulmonary tuberculosis is one disease in which 


coughing is best restrained, as a rule. 
The only 


helpful or useful coughing in this disease is that 
which doctors term "productive." 
A productive 


cough brings up sputum. This does not mean that 
it is advisable to try to force up sputum whenever 
the impulse to cough conies, before the sputum is 
ready to come up with little coughing. One with tu- 
berculosis should and must practice suppressing the 
impulse to cough unnecessarily. Every unnecessary 
cough disturbs and impedes the natural healing 
process in the lung. 
Part of the technic of rest which the consumptive 


who intends to recover must 
study and strive to 


master for himself consists of the control of cough. 
The constant supervision and guidance, of the doctor 
is of great importance here. Often the doctor will 
give medicines to help the patient to gain control 
of the cough. A good doctor's judgment is indis- 
pensable, and the intelligent use of medicines to 
meet individual requirements is highly essential 
in the successful battle against tuberculosis, not- 
withstanding the notion of "keeping away from doc- 
tors and medicines and getting plenty of fresh air, 
good food and sunshine." 


It is scarcely necessary to mention that one "with 


tuberculosis must never fail to cover nose and 
mouth with gauze or handkerchief or a paper or 
cloth when coughing.

Early Emigrants From Ohio

EDINA—Medina got its name 
the same as many other Ameri- 
can 
communities 
have. 
It 


bears the same 
designation as 
the 


homeland 
which 
its first settlers 


left, called thus because the familiar 
word on the mouths of its people 
made the place seem 
like home. A 


group of people who came from Me- 
dina. Ohio, decided "Youngs Corners" 
was not a desirable title, so christened 
it Medina. 


This pretty little village on state 


trunk highway 18 was 
founded in 


1S45. Louis Hide came 
here at that 


time from New York and established 
a home in the virgin area of Outa- 
garme-co known as Rat river woods.

Capt. William 


Youngs also had arrived, coming from 
New Jersey in 1S46. He was one of 
the most active figures in the found- 
ing of the new community. 


Capt. Youngs made entry with the

Then, as now, this was one ot 


the main traveled roads of this local- 
ity.
